bus, each processing block performing a predetermined processing 
function, said processing block being located within said two- 
dimensional array of network nodes (as described in claim 1, 
claims 6 and 9 recite the corresponding limitations) . Further 
the combination of the above limitations with all of the other 
limitations the respective claims (1, 6, and 9) is not obvious.
